Canada Will Remain: Firm in the 
Position She Has Taken. 


Disaster Threateried to Lumber In- 
terest by Proposed Retalia- 
tory Measures, 


Minister of Fisheries Faster Declares the 
Action of the United States Senate, if 
Enforced, Will cut Both Ways—The 
Dominion Simply | ü orcing Treaty 
Rights—The Proposition to Shut Off

OTTAWA, Ontario, Jan 26.—An American 
newspaper correspondent called upon the 
Canadian Premier yesterday, and this is what 
Sir John Macdonald „1 feel that the 
people of the United 
prehend our position here m Canada. 

Sir John was found in 
ot the residence on the outekirts of the newly 
fledged City of Ottawa. ® continued very 
much as follows: Then that the United 
States Senate passed the Edmunds bill 
providing for the so-called _retalia- 
tion against Canada, because the 
fisheries treaty has been rigidly enforced, is 
not a surprise to me. I have had reason to 
think the present Congress would pass some- 
thing of the kind. I have had information to 
that effect. Iregret very much that Congress 
has gone so far. I feel confident that there is 
some misapprehension in the United States. 
Here in Canada we wish to live in peace and 
harmony with. our neighbors across the bor- 
der. We have our fishing treaty, which was 
framed by the representatives of Great Britain 
and the United States in 1818. We consider 
that we have only acted as that treaty 
concedes we may. The people of the United 
States ought to be willing to allow us the 
treaty rights which their oon representatives 
granted. The Dominion Government has 
stood on the provisions of the treaty and it 
has endeavored to dut in harmony 
with justice and fairness. Canada had given 
he American fishermen a whole season’s fish- 
ing during the summer and autumn of 1885. 
The failure of the American Senate to appoint 
a commission to consider the fisheries threw 
the matter back on our hands, and we 
were compelied to protect our rights 
by the enforcement of the laws which 
every nation exercises, and the right to which 
all nations concede. The customs authori- 
ties were instructed to enforce the laws, but 
to exercise care not to employ arbitrary meas- 
ures, and to avoid in all respects procedures 
which would affect the strength of our legal 
position, as well as unduly annoy the citizens 
of a neighboring and friendly Nation. I will 
say unhesitatingly that uh has been the en- 
deavor of the Government of Canada to avoid 
serious friction in protecting our rights, 
and thatthe whole matter had been one of 
grave solicitade.’’ 

A GRAVE ERROR. 

Sir John, the people of the United States 
believe that your Government has enforced 
the customs and fishery laws as strictly as 
possible with the purpose of endeavoring to 
force the United States into consenting to 
another commission and consequent treaty 
lixe that of Washington?’’ 

‘*‘This is a grave error. The Canadian 
Government has not attempted to coerce 
the United States. Qn the contrary, does 
it not rather appear as if there were 
1 sort of a wolf and the lamb 
spirit shown, with Canada as the lamb? 
I will be pleased if you will say that 
there is no such spirit on the part of 
the Canadian Government. We would be 
very glad to have another understanding in 
regard to the fisheries. We are willing to have 
a reciprocity treaty re-enacted in place of the 
former one, which was cancelled, I fear, be- 
cause of the feeling against Great Britain aris- 
ing out of the Alabama depredations. Cana- 
da will enter into an arrangement for a re- 
newal of the privilege of fishing in our waters 
and for American fishermen to obtain supplies, 
bait and tranship fisk. We have asked 
for a commission to consider 
the subject, Failing in obtaining 
a commission even to consider the questions 
involved, Canada has to the best of her 
ability protected herself. ; 

„What would be the effect on Canada if the 
Belmont bill prohibiting the import of ail 
Canadian products and the passage of railway 
cars into the United States was passed?“ 

Sir John placed his fingers together point- 
ing upward and, after a moment’s pause, 
said softly: ‘‘That would indeed be severe, 
very severe. I cannot think that Congress 
will proceed to such a length.’’ 

CANADA TO REMAIN FIEM. 

‘*Will you state what course Canada will 
adopt if the Belmont or the Edmunds bill are 
putin operation?’’ 

Sir John considered the question mentally 
and responded: ‘*The Canadian Government 
has acted according to law. It has referred ite 
acts and the reasons therefor to the Imperial 
Government of Great Britain. It sees no rea- 
sons to change its views, no matter what 
may take place in other countries.’’ 

Then you are willing to say that Canada 
will not recede from its present position?“

Sir John was fortified by the counsels of Str 


opposition to the present Government will not 
admit of a disposi¢ion to yield to the demands 
ofthe United States. No government could 
live in Canada that attempted to subordinate 
national rights to party polities. I scarcely 
know ofa newspaper in the Dominion that 
wishes our treaty rights tkrown away. The 
opposition may differ on some poluts the Gov- 


ernment insists on, but the cerdinal principles 
Areracknowledged by both parties alike.’’ 


Sir John ended the interview by expressing 
his personal admiration for certain well- 
known American statesmen. 


WILL CUT BOTH Wars. 


Minister Foster on the United States’ Pro- 
posed Retaliatory Measures, 
By Telegraph to the Post-Disratcu. 

OTTAWA, January 26.—The announcement 
that the United States Senate had almost 
unanimously passed Mr. Edmunds’ bill on the 
fisheries question has created considerable 
uneasiness in the Dominion Government. Up 
to last Monday night Sir John Macdonald’s 
ministers had regarded Mr. Belmont’s bill and 
Senator Gorman’s resolution as so much 
buncombe. Now, along with the announce- 
ment that the United States Congress means 
business, itis understood that the British 
Government is insisting that no oppressive 
measures shall be resorted to in enforo- 
ing the treaty. Mr. Foster, the 
Minister of Marine and Fisheries, says: 
I the fisheries question has resolved itself 
into this, we must either abandon our fish- 
eries to American fishermen or protect what 
the treaty of 1818 provides. We are disposed 
to deal fairly. As regards the question of 
transhipment we feel that, although it may 
appear somewhat arbitrary, we could not per- 
mit American fishing vessels to enter our 
ports for the purpose of transhipping their 
cargoes, as they would say, when once 
granted that privilege, that they had a 
right to purchase supplies. In fact, the 
restrictions which we are now able to 
enforce by treaty rights would be rendered 
valueless. As regards the action of the United 
States Senate and the retaliatory measure 
which it is proposed to make a law, it will cut 
both ways, and not until it has been in opera- 
tion fora while will the United States realize 
who will be injured the most byit. The Sen- 
ate, however, thinks it knows whose inter- 
ests would best be protected by such a meas- 
ure and had adopted it. Canada is simply 
standing by her rights in accordance with the 
treaty, and in this she is supported by the 
British Government.’’ 

A CHARGE DENIED. 

Mr. Foster is doubtful whether the President 
willindorse such a measure. Regarding the 
charge made that the Dominion Government 
has acted in an unfriendly spirit, Mr. Foster 
said:. How much more unfriendly was the 
spirit which prompted the seizure of the Ca- 
nadian sailing vessels by a United States gun- 
boat for sealing in the Behring Strait, 150 miles 
from shore, and the fine and imprisonment of 
the captains of the vessels. As regards the 
refusal to allow Canadian cars to pass into 
the United States, the Commissioner of Cus- 
toms states that such a step on the partof 
the United States Government would necessi- 
tate similar restrictions as regardsU nited States 
cars entering Canada at Windsor, and passing 


out over the Canada Southern at Niagara. The |. 


extent ofthis feature of carrying trade may 
be estimated when itis stated that during the 
last two years there have been 400 American 
cars intransit from Western to Eastern States 
etnering at Windsor and passing out at Niagara 
daily. Injury to the United States would be 
ten-fold more than to Canada. 

Mr. Foster did not apprehend, however,that 
the course pursued by the United States Sen- 
ate would result in anything worse than the 
unpleasantness which must naturally arise 
from such evidences.of hostile feeling on the 
part of the United States people. With re- 
gard to vessels, the United States authorities, 
Mr. Foster said, might prevent Canadian ves- 
sels from having communication with their 
ports; but the result would be that these ves- 
sels would have to seek other markets and the 
United States commercial interests would 
consequently largely suffer. Canada founda 
market for only $40,000,000 worth of her 
products in the United States a year, at pres- 
ent, while she imported from the States an- 
nually goods to the value of $50,000,000. 

THE LUMBER TRADE THREATENED. 

Thomas White, Minister of the Interiqy. said 
that the Government was anxious to 6xtend 
trade relations between Canada and the 
United States, but he believed that the policy 
adopted by the Senate was simply to 
strengthen its hands in any negotiations that 
might follow for a new — 2 

„It will be death to our lumber trade from 
the Ottawa district ifthe legislation proposed 
at Washington is carried into effect,’’ re- 
marked one of the heaviest shippers of lumber 
to the PosT- DISPATCH correspondent. ‘‘From 
this district alone the lumber exported to the 
United States amounted to $2,760,000 last 
year. The country would rise in arms against 
any Government who, rA bungling 
policy, forced the United St to place a law 
on their statute books which would in effect 
stop ail commercial intercourse between the 
two ceuntries and close the United States mar- 
kets against $40,000,000 of our productions, for 
which other markets would have to be found. 
The truth is, the Dominion Government has 
boped, through the rigid enforcement of the 
fishery regulations and by straininy the inter- 
pretation of the treaty to its utmost limit, to 
drive the United States Government into 
negotiating a reciprocity treaty with them be- 
fore they went to the country for re-election 
which, if they had succeeded in doing, would 
have insured their ＋ 1 returned to 
for another five years at least. Not only 
they failed in this, but through their coercive 
policy, they have driven the United States 
Congress into retaliation which will seriously 
militate against them in the approaching 
election.

The closing of American ports to 
Canadian coasting vessels would be a serious, 
if not fatal blow to the coasting trade of the 
maritime provinces.

Bismarck’s Organ on the War Rumors— 
Views of the French Press.

London. January 2%.—The political situa- 
tion in which Parliament meets to-morrow is 
one of complete fog. The proceedings will 
probably be of a very lively character, as 80 
many important persons have explanations to 
make or grievances to urge. Among the first 
of these will be, of course, aillusions 
to Iddesleigh’s death. On this point Lord 
Salisbury will have a good deal to say. Al- 
most in self-defense he will read the corre- 
spondence which passed between himself and 
Iiddesieigh, inclading an uafinished letter of 
the latter. 

CHURCHILL’S COURSE 

is naturally watched with great interest. 
Upon this I am able to speak posi- 
tively. After the moving of the 
new writs to-morrow, he will ask 
the indulgence of the House for a personal 
explanation of nie reasons for leaving the 
Government.

The details of the plans will be regulated by 

the Municipal Assembly of the Oity of St. 

Louis, but it is first desired to have the statute 

empowering the Municipal Assembly to 

designate where and how the wires shall be 
located, passed. Several condult systems 
have been presented to the authorities, Dut 
the plan most favored is a subway, though 
it is the most expensive, and has that 
serious drawback. This plan is to build 
an arched way near the ourb line, 
eufficiently large to accommodate tele- 
graph, telephone and electric light wires, 
water and gas pipes in various compartments. 

The special recommendation of the subway is 

the facility which it affords for repairing wires 

and pipes and the slight dangers of in- 
terference of currents where there is plenty 


of room to sufficiently insulate the wires. Its 
principal drawback is the cost of the construc- 
tion. One bill which the municipal officers 

uestioned on has mysteriously disappeared.

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TEACHING FOREIGN LANGUAGES. 

A question before the Legislature which 
has a deeper interest for the people of St. 
Louis than for any other part of the State 
is the question of teaching foreign lan- 
guages in the public schools. The Shaw 
bill to prohibit the teaching of foreign 
languages in the public schools is directed 
chiefly against the teaching of German in 
the 8t. Louis schools. 

This, of course, is a question which the 
people of St. Louis should be left to settle 
for themselves. If they do not wish to 
have German taught they have it in 
their power to carry out their wishes by 
electing directors who are ot their way of 
thinking. The interference of the Legis- 
lature in local affairs isa vicious princi- 
ple. 

There is a certain amount of feeling 
against German instruction in the public 
‘schools, chiefly on the score of expense. 
The School Board is cramped for money, 
and any expenditure which can be saved 
in any one department can be profitably 
applied in meeting pressing needs. 

In justice to the German element of St. 
Louis, it should be remembered that the 
introduction of German tuition was a 
great source of strength to the then strug- 
gling public school system. As long as 
German was excluded there were thou- 
sands of German families who, wishing to 
have their children taught German, sent 
them to the numerous private German 
schools which flourished in the city. With 
the introduction of German tuition asa 
part of the public school course, they 
transferred the children to the public 
schools and established their success. It 
is well to bear this little bit of local his- 
tory in mind in dealing with the present 
issue.

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Logan’s Lineage. 
Washington Cor. New York WORLD. 

Gen. Logan was the sort of an Irishman born 
and brought up in Ireland. His mother was of 
Scotch parentage, born and brought up in the 
State of North Carotina. She belonged to the 
Jenkins family. Her brother was one of the 
early Licutenant-Governors of mon. The 
first wife of Gen. Logan’s father was the 
daughter of French parents. They were a pure 
French type. They lived at Cape Girardean, 
where a number of French refugees settied. 
Her people were quite rich—that is to say, 
rich for that period. She (the first Mrs. Logan) 
inherited a large property from her people. 
Her father’s first wife, whom he mar- 
ried m New Orieans, dad a 
mother who was part French and 
part Indian. She only lived about a year. 
The daughter that married Gen. Logan’s fa- 
ther was the offspring ofthe second marriage. 
The whole story about the Indian antecedents 
can be traced directly back to Gen. Logan’s 
father’s father-in-law’s first wife, which made 
it pretty remote from Gen. Logan. The large 
property of Gen. Logan’s father’s first wife 
went to her own children. Gen. Logan never 
laid any claim to this property. It was only a 
short time before his death that he received 
a letter from some Western attorney concern- 
ing the property left by the first Mrs. Logan, 
asking him if he desired to put in any claim.

A Public Peril. 


From the New York Word. 

The gang hired by a railroad corporation to 
**protect its property“ in New Jersey is said 
to be under the command of an officer who 
headed the ‘‘Pinkerton force’’ at East St. 
Louis which fired on the crowd and killeda 
woman and other spectators. There was then 
no sufficient provocation to warrant the shoot- 
ing. Nor was there now. The poor tad who 
was shot dead at Hoboken was taking no part 
in any demonstration, and the provocation to 
his murder was the snowballing of the gallant 
‘‘Pinkerton army’’ by some other boys. The 
ruffians who killed the lad were introduced 
into New Jersey before any serious trouble 
existed between the railroad company and its 
hands. 

Mayor Cleveland deserves credit for the firm 
stand he has taken against the employment of 
these armed men, which he insists is against 
thelaw. The law prohibits the swearing in of 
any special officers of the peace unless they 
are residents and under controi of the regular 
police force. 


The Country’s Loss.

Jzurrerson Ciry, January 26.~A few min- 
utes after the Rev. Dr. Boone opened with 
prayer the first day’s regular proceedings of 
the House the submisstonists through their 
representatives on the floor, began their fight 
tor the submission of a prohibition constitu- 
tional amendment, dy fring in a num- 
ber of petitions from different parts 
of the State.

Remonstrances against submission have 
been presented to the House from eight differ - 
ent counties, containing the signatures of 4,084 
males. Both the subdmissionists aud anti- 
submissionists claim to have alarge number 
of petitions still In reserve, which will be pre- 
gen ter on.

WRECK OF THE OUTING. 


A Terrible Gale—Loss of a Vessel’s Crew— 
Cremated Alive. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fia., January 26.-—Capt. 
Cioud, master of the twenty-four-foot yacht 
„Outing, sent by the magazine of that name 
on November 18, from Boston, on a tour 
around the world, yesterday told the follow- 
ing story of the wreck of his vessel off Jupiter 
Iniet: ‘‘We had a pleasant voyage down the 
coast until January 12, when we began to have 
bad weather. Last Tuesday it blew a hurri- 
cane and burst the mainsail in several 
places. It was refurled as soon as 
possible, Then the yacht began laboring and 
straining. We got some kerosene oil and 
threw a tea-cupful as each huge wave ad- 
vanced. This caused the waves to calm down, 
and it was this that saved our lives. Constant 
pumping was necessary. We were compelled 
to run forthe beach. Then, there being no 
help, we removed our boats’ oilskins, and 
buckling our belts tighter, we prepared for 
the crisis. When about 300 yards {from 
the beach we prepared to jump over- 
board, Just then Maller shouted, ‘‘shark.’’ I 
looked and saw a 16-foot fellow showing out 
of the water between us and the shore. We 
shuddered, paused, and the shark disap- 
are Muller jumped; the undertow caught 

im and dragged him down, but by a hard 

struggie, he swam for the shore. I followed 
being helped by an oll can. I can’t swim a 
stroke, though a sallor for ten years. By bard 
work we made some progress toward the 
shore. The waves were running high, and the 
breakers awfulto contemplate. iller 
movement of an oar he carried, succeed 
reaching a footing, but 
about to give up when a furious 
breaker struck me, sending me safely 
ashore. Mulier caught and pulled me out, 
where we rested before the tide came up to 
us. One 1 longer in the water would 
have settled both ot us.“ 
The captain is a great believer now in oll on 
waves. Muller sat for seyeral hours in the 
bow with a can of oil carefully watching to 
throw a cupful on the water as the waves 
came. Both men suspended a stockingfuil of 
rags saturated with oil overthe bow of the 
boat into the water. The men show in their 
faces, forms and actions the strain on their 
physical and mental powers.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., January 26.—In discuss 
ing the probable effect of the interstate com. 
merce bill, yesterday, President Roberts of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad says that much de. 
pends upon the interpretation given to some 
of its provisions by the commissioners of ths 
courts. ‘'The first effect, however, will be to 
paralyze to some extent the general business 


of the country, because of the fact that the 
public are not prepared for 80 
complete and radical a change in the 
method of transportation as the bill seeks to 
inaugurate. It would be difficnit to changs 
radically the customary methods of doin 
business over the entire country, even if suc 
a change were for the better, without, for the 
time being, suspending many of the large 
transactions of business.

Worthless—New York’s and Boston's Bid 
for the “Granite Wall”’—The Rowing 
Champions—Wheel News—Ball Chat and 
Sporting Gossip.
